Grant, with his field glasses scann¬ 
ed the field fr.»ni ..nr depar.nicnt com¬ 
mander to the other, listening to the 
thunder of his artillery to the righ; 
a* Hooker rume down from the height 
of Lookout Mountain, and to the 
deafening roar on hi* left Whrrf hi« 
favorito lieutenant, Shcrnuu. wav 
hurling columns 011 the batteries. The 
enemy came with giant bound* to 
meet this sudden apparition which 
had conic iu front nf Thomas to meet 
Sbr’inan. just what Gram was wait¬ 
ing for.

Nobody knew just where the Ger¬ 
mans were as no reporte bad come in 
ami the place vvas lull of stragglers 
and snipers.

The -|th .tattalion (which is line) 
formed a firing line, and with the 
t«t Battalion to support us, we began 
to go out in beautiful formation*. Wr 
were greeted with all kinds and quan¬ 
tities of concentrated ltcll. hut we 
Wept right on over the field. 

Wc lost all our non-coms and most 
of «»ur officers, but our duty was 
plain, and wc knew what *0 do.

when I woke up I was stil! on the 
job, Some British troop* arrived aft¬ 
er dark and relieved us, and when we 
got hack we mus.crcd 160 men om of 
our original t.nSo.

The t»t Ba.tnion got it about .»• 
had, too, but wc saved the trench, 
and that was \-hat wc were ordered 
to do. until more troops could come.

British charge*. We were shelled nil 
•lav long and lost heavily. 

It wax amusing to *cr the anxious 
face* 011 some of the Territorial regi¬ 
ment when they began to have "egga” 
thrown at them. They were fairly 
safe where they wrre, hut preferred 
to run abo.»t and get picked off while 
looking for a better place, and gave 
their position* away to the aero¬ 
plane* and then they DID get shelled. 

That night we were given sonic

We have been five days now with¬ 
out sleep, and most of the rations 
wc have had w’ere taken from fellows' 
haversacks who had no further use 
for rations, But we are not down¬ 
hearted yet.

Serve 
with sauce as follows: Two table- 
apoonfuls of dour added to two of 
bubbling hot butter, add tho juice of 
ono lemon and enough water to make 
n thick sauce, sweeten *o taste. This 
will serve eight guests. 

Italian Potatoes.—Cut potatoes In 
cubes and cook In boiling, salted wa¬ 
ter. Drain and arrange In layers with 
a rich white snuco and a generous 
sprinkling of cheese. Link* until the 
buttered crumbs over the top aro 
brown.
